One of the most Disastrous Fires New 


port ever had—A Servant is Burned t 
Death-Great Loss of Itare Coin, Uric- 
Brae, Etc.—The Building together wit 
mil the contents a Total Loss. 


One of tbe most diaaatrous tires that it ha 


ever been Newport's misfortune to hav 
occurred Wednesday morning in the burnin 
of the two-story Queen Anne cottage o 
Church-st., owned by Mrs. Hannah Rudolp 
of this city and occupied by Dr. Chas. T 
Fisher late of New York, together with h 
two siiters-in-law Mrf. Mangum and Mr 
Wilson, in which Mary Barry, a servant we 
man lost her life. 


On retlrlng.Tuesilay night Dr. Fisher lei 


the door of his room leading Into the frou 
hali open. At about 1 o'clock Wednemla 
morning he was awakened by the smell o 
sinoke iu his room, aud jumping from h 
bed he rnehed to the door, where to hi 
amazement he found the lower hall in flames 
All means of escape being cut off from th 
front stairs, ho hurried to the apartment 
occupied by hia relatives whom be arouse 
find told to follow him down the back stair 
as the front of thehouse was on fire. He thei 
went and called several times to the servant 
Miss Mary Barry, who answered him, an: 
told her also to escape. He then made hi 
way down the stairs and out the back doo 
with his two sisters and little niece, sup 
posing of course that they were being follow 
ed by the servant, and not knowing tbe con 
trary until it was too late. Tbe family had 
barely time to escape with their lives, leaving 
all tbeir personal effect', etc., to be devoured 
by the flames. 


Dr. Fisher having spent some fourteen 


years abroad, moat of the time in China an 
Japan where be was for some years vice 
Consul^ had a large collection of bronzes 
China, rare shells, coin, tto., much of which 
was invaluable. For some of his rare spec! 
mens of coin be had refused as high as 51000 


It is probable that Dr. Fisher together with 


Mrs. Mangnm, whose late husbano. was fo 
several years Charge d'Affairs in China 
possessed the largest collection of rare an 
valuable bric-a-brac lo be found In this city 
Every thing was destroyed by the fire, and 
the loss sustained by Dr. Fisher can scarcely 
be estimated, but it is probably not less than 
820,000.with no insurance. Mrs. Mangnm's 
loss is about $15,000, with 87,600 insurance 
and Mrs. Wilson loses 85.0M aud is insurei 
{or J2500. 


Most of the things in the house were pack- 


ed,preparatory to being removed to Mr. Geo 
Finch's house on Higb-st., which the family 
had rented, and which they expected to 
occupy next Monday. Mrs. Rudolpb. the 
owner of the burned cottage, was to occupy il 
herself when it should become vacant, and 
had purchased tbe carpets and chandeliers 
which are a total loss. Her loss amounts to 
about $8,000, insurance on the house, $7,000. 


It was rumored during the fire that Mary 


Barry waa seen at Ihe front windows of the 
burning building, but, as her charred re- 
mains, together with the mattress of her bed, 
were found amidst the df-bris in the north- 
east corner of the ruins directly under her 
sleeping apartment, It is thought that the 
rumor was a mistake and that she did not 
leave her room at all. Miss Barry was 34 
years of age, and a sister of John Barry who 
keeps a market in Ihe Fifth Ward. Her re 
mains which were burned beyond recogni- 
tion, were removed by the firemen to a barn 
in tbe rear, and Coroner Topham was called, 
who, after viewing Ihe body, adjourned the 
inquest to the Station Houi>e, where at 9 
o'clock the jury met, and after hearing the 
testimony of several witness, rendered a ver- 
dict tbat the deceased, Mary Barry, came to 
her death by burning in tbe fire in the house 
occupied by Dr. Fisher. The jnn were 
Samnel Albro, foreman; Wm. 8. Bryer, Mi- 
chael McCarty, John H. Bryer, Wm. H. 
Underwood and Isaac Clarke.

from the furnace, Juror McCarty thought 
there should be a law providing an officer 
whose duty should be to inspect all furnace* 
before used and see Ibat they were properly 
set, etc.

Monday His Honor Mayor Franklin re- 


ceived information which he believed if 
promptly acted upon might lead lo the re- 
capture of Katie A. Judd an I Georae H. 
Rounds who escaped from the jail during 
the night of March 8. At an early hour in 
he evening he went to the Station House 
aud bad a short interview with Capt. Ham- 
mond who Immediately called together what 
officers were at tbe Station at the time and 
intruded them to repair to the vicinity of 
Weaver-ave and Freebody-st and take with 
hem whatever officers they encountered on 
ibelr way, but to lake different routes to 
avoid particular attention. When they all 
arrived at the place of meeting they num- 
wred some fifteen, and proceeded directly 
o Ihe barn belonging to Councilman W. J. 
Underwood ou Weaver-ave. This barn was 
surrounded and-a few officers detailed to 
enter and search for the missing jail break- 
ers. The officers made a thorough search, 
overturning all the hay aud working hard, 
but without rinding the objects of their 
search, and were beginning to think tbat 
hey were simply getting Ihe hbor for their 
>ains, when one of their number suggested 
ooking on top of the harness-room. This Is 
a small room about 8 or 10 feet square, built 
out Into the barn and reaching to within 
-bout 2 or 3 feet of the barn rafters. This 
suggestion was DO sooner made than a 
ladder was procured up which in a ver 
short space of. time Officer Garnetl waa mak 
ing his way to the top of Ihe room and ha 
scarcely trained it, when he gave a lou 
cheer which was the signal of his success 
At this, Officer Geo. A. Wilcoi who bad re 
mainedat the foot of the ladder, joiued hi 
brother officer and took Katie into custud; 
whileGaruetlslipped the "bracelets" ont 
the unresisting writta of Rounds, and tin 
two were removed fruin their nest under th 
eaves of the floor of the barn. Things wer 
very comfortable for the runaways, thel 
narrow chamber being well supplied with 
bedclolhlug, etc.,' which had been supplied 
them by friends at present unknown to the 
authorities.

Katie's statements since her re-capture in

Uhed her escape from the jail two week: 
ago last Friday, confirm in every particular 
Oapt Hammond's theory as published in 
be MERCURY last week, with tbe exception 
hat she got through the hole without remnv- 
ag her clothing. She says that she was em 
iloyed about three weeks in digging this hole 
and that she had it completed some twenly- 
our houia before' rinding an oppo -tuoity for 
using It. She said that they left at about 
half-past 11 o'clock Thursday aight, anrl 
bat she stopped tho clocks because their 
and licking disturbed her conscience. 


Round's statement to the fffect that he 
•as g_lail to be retaken piisouer; that he only 
eft his confinement to show his keeper, Mr. 
Jones, tbat he could break jail; that he was 
eady to reive out any sentence which the 
ourt might impose upon him, after which 
le would turn over a new leaf and become a 
seller man, sounds very well, and we hope 
hat the good resolution in regard to the sen- 
ence and bis imprisonment will be remem- 
wred and carried ont by him. But we fail 
0 see any evidences of great genius or skill 
isplayed by him in accomplishing his re- 
ent escape. Katie worked diligently and 
esperately for three long weeks in making 
a hole through the brick wall of her cell, and 
sthe n'ght was the only time when she 
ould safely prosecute her work, she labored 
while he alcpt. She crawled through this 
ole, hiii In the cellar for hours, then crept 
p stairs.found the keys to Rounds' cell, uu- 
ncked the door and made him a free man 
Exactly how he showed Mr. Jones lhat he 
ouM "break jail" we fail to understand, 
nless it was by making the j.iiler believe 
lathe was the only uVperate character in 
he jail, and conreqnpntly the only one who 
fquiri'd careful watching. 
On Tuesday Rounds and Jndd were Liken 
efore the grand jury for the purpose of ten- 
tying in regard to the sources from which 
hey received assistance dn.-ine the time they 
ore at liberty, but It is unclerttood lhat they 
efnKd to give any evidence which would 
triplicate anybody.

tho Itoiimlary Line Dividing their Tivo 
KHtateg— Sherinuii Uses the Water unit 
Hazard the Crmv-bnr— Euch Arrested 
and Each out on Hull. 


Theold trouble between Geo. R.ibcock Haz- 


ard and Walter Sherman, over the boundary 
line dividing their two estates, was btoughi 
up ngaln Monday and the disgraceful iiceues 
which were put a stop to some weeks ago.aud 
rhlch every body hoped would never bd re- 
peated, were renewed with additional energy. 


The addition which Mr. Sherman his re 


cently built on lo his building comes to wiib- 
n about a foot of the line wheie the fence 
las been for the latt twenty years or more. 
[t seems tbat by uot building clear out to the 
Ine be has the right of way to the rear of bis 
premiMs by the alleyway between the two es- 
.ates which is on Mr. Hazard's land and 
which leads to his tenements In the rear. 
Now as we understand it, Mr. Hazard claims 
list the said addition is built clear out to Ihe 
line and thai the fence In the rear should be 
moved back on to a line with the brick wall 
of the addition. 


The deed of the property occupied by Mr. 


Sherman reads, so many "feft of land, more 
or less or however the fence Hands," while 
hat of Mr. HsMrd'a,ia simply,somany "feet 
of land, more or less." Now, Mr. Sherman 
claims that Mr. Hazard's object In tearing 
away the fence, Is to remove the only evi- 
dence of the exact place of the line, and then 
claim that he (Sherman) has trespassed upon 
ils land In building the said addition, and 
hat he has also forfeited his right-of-way lo 
he said alley. Mr. Sherman says that the 
enceiswherelt belongs, that it has Stood 
here undisturbed for twenty years more or 
leas, and that there It shall remain. 


From what we oan learn It would seem that 


Mr. Hazard was in the wrong, though to a 
great many It seems singular that Mr. Sher- 
man should allow Mr. Hazard to do as he 
does without putting an injunction upon his 
depredations. It is not improbable that they 
both feel a little fear of a court's decision. 


Monday morning tbe scene opened with 


Hazard tearini; away at tbe fence with a fair 
prospect of soon havlug (t out of the way. 
But Sherman having got "wind" of what 
was going on, promptly appeared upon the 
scene with his hose pine, and by the liberal 
u«e of water succeeded in driving Hazard 
from the premises and keeping him at hay It-r 
some limp. After waiting some time Hazard 
again .attacked the fence, but Sherman's 
promptness in the defence csueed him to lore 
his temper, anil picking up a brick, he threw 
it at Sheiman, but did not hil him. This sort 
of broke tho icn, and gave the police.who bad 
been kept busily at work in Iho wet ami cold 
for hours keeping tho street clear a chance to 
take a hand, in the affair, ami Hazard was 
protnplly arrested for assault and taken to 
tho Station House by Officers Schoenamau 
and Uoiiman. Sherman thinking ho had got 
his adversary nicely cuged, then left the field 
of battl '.chuckling over his victory, but when 
in shout an hour be returned he was mnch

found, told some acquaintances yesterday 
morning that last Saturday night at about 1 
o'clock be went out to look for bis son am 
noticed that Ihere was a light In one of the 
barns neat by. He entered and found a 
lighted candle ID a bottle, bui cou d find no 
person on tte premises. He then stood lean- 
ing against the barn outside smoking for 
about twenty minutes or so, when the door 
opened and a man and woman appeared. 
Davis said, "Is that yon, Rounds?1' The man 
answered, "ft is." 
The woman then put np 


her hands aud exclaimed, "MyGodl wean 
caught!" "Ob.no," said Rounds, "you won't 
give us away.will you Davis?" Davis answer- 
ed, "Poor as I am, I would rather have 
given {23 than sse yon." 
Ou being told by 


Rounds that they bad not eaten anything for 
two days aud nights, be (Davis) went and 
procured jalablei for them. That night Davii 
claims he could not sleep because of a trou- 
bled conscience, and ou 
Monday, being 


completely "broken up," sought the Mayor 
and relieved his mind by informing His 
Honor of tbe whereabouts of Katie A. Judd 
aud Geo. H. Rounds.

In an hour's time be 
lad procured bail, got out a warrant for 
Sherman's arrest and was on the dinputed 
premises in time to see Sherman taken Into 
custody by the sheriff. 
But before Hszard 


could get fairly at work again Sherman was 
also out on bail.
